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Tribute   To  Pres.  Heber  J.  Grant 

The  following  tribute  to  Presideut  Grant  was  given  by  President  David  0.   McKay  as  ii 
part  of  the  semi-annual  Sunday  School  Conference   meeting,   Sunday  evening,   October  9, 

19;^,   in   the   Salt  Lake  Tabernacle. 


HE  leaders  whose  characters  have 
been  briefly  sketched  to-night  have 
been  recognized  by  the  Lord  because  they 
possessed  faith  and  exemplified  in  their 
lives  noble  qualities.  As  one  possessing 
in  rich  degree  these  fundamental  virtues, 
President  Heber  J.  Grant  occupies  a 
merited  place  among  the  truly  great. 


President  Heber  J.  Grant. 

As  a  man  is  what  his  thoughts  make 
him,  President  Grant  during  the  forma- 
tive period  of  liis  life  must  have  followed 
Paul's  admonition  to  be  honest,  to  be 
just,  to  be  pure,  to  cherish  all  things 
which  are  praiseworthy  or  of  good  report, 
for  to-day  these  virtues  bedeck  his  soul 
as  jewels  in  a  diadem. 

Ths  most  brilliant,  the  most  outst.md- 
ing  of  these  is  his  honesty.  In  express- 
ing and  maintaining  this  virtue  he  is 
absolutely  unwa\ering  and  fearless.  No 
gold  seven  times  refined  is  purer  or 
clearer  than  President  Grant's  conscience 
as  regards  his  dealings  with  his  fellow 
men   and   with   his   God.  No   one   can 

deliberate  with  him  without  realizing  his 
keen  sense  of  right  and  justice.  Nor  is 
his  fairness  limited  to  prominent  per- 
sonalities or  to  organized  powers  that 
might  grant  him  favours.  The  humb'est, 
most  obscure  person  will  receive  from 
President  Grant  just  as  fair  treatment  as 
the  man  of  greatest  prominei.ce.  Yes, 
more  so,  for  shining  with  equal  brilliancy 


to  honest,  are  the  kiiuhx-d  virtues,  sym- 
pathy and  generosity.  In  the  heart  of 
our  President  sympathy  for  the  un- 
fortunate and  distressed  drives  him  with 
impelling'-  force  to  give  help  and  succour 
wherever   needed.  No    mind    is   more 

eager  to  bless,  no  heart  more  tender,  no 
hand  more  generous  than  the  head,  heart 
and  hand  of  President   Heber  J.   Grant. 

Fore  =  Ordained  and  Divinely  Chosen. 

No  one  who  is  well  acquainted  with  the 
life  and  character  of  our  President  can 
doubt  that  as  Jeremiah  of  old,  he  was 
divinely  chosen  to  perform  a  special 
mission  among  the  children  of  men. 
God  in  mere  caprice  does  not  give  to  one 
child  noble  parents  and  to  another 
ignoble  ones.  Spirits  come  through  the 
lineage  for  which  they  have  prepared 
themselves   in   their   pre-existent    state. 

President  Grant  had  noble  parents — his 
father,  Jedediah  M.  Grant,  was  the 
second  counsellor  to  President  Brigham 
Young  in  the  First  Presidency  of  the 
Church;  and  to  his  mother  Colonel 
.Mexander  G.  Hawes  pays  this  tribute : 
"  If  the  God  of  nature  ever  did  stamp 
peace,  nobility,  and  serenity  upon  any 
human  countenance.  He  did  upon  the 
face  of  dear  '  Aunt  Rachel'." 

This  serene,  noble  woman  was  left  a 
widow  when  her  only  son  Heber  was  one 
week  old  !  For  thirty  years  this  mother 
was  president  of  the  13th  Ward  Relief 
Society.  One  day  members  of  this 
group  were  meeting  in  \ViHiam  C. 
Staine's  home  on  the  corner  of  South 
Temple  and  Fifth  East  Streets,  Salt  Lake 
City.  Each   sister   received   a   blessing 

through  the  Gift  of  Tongues  bv  Eliza 
R.  Snow;  and  so  did  the  little  child  that 
had  been  playing  on  the  floor.  The  boy 
understood  only  one  thuig — that  he  would 
grow  to  be  a  big  man,  but  his  mother 
like  Mary  cherished  that  blessing  in  her 
heart  and  not  infrequcntl}-  following  that 
occasion  would  say  admonishingly : 
"  Heber,  behave  yourself,  and  some  day 
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you  will  be  an  Apostle  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ." 

Another  time,  Heber  C.  Kimball  took 
the  child  in  his  arms,  and  placing"  him  on 
the  table,  prophesied  that  he  would  live 
to  be  an  Apostle  of  the  Lord. 

These  instances  and  others  that  might 
be  quoted  indicate  clearly  that  President 
Grant  was  chosen  to  be  a  leader  in 
Israel. 

Promise  Fulfilled. 

The  following-  revelation  given  to 
Pres.  John  Taylor  was  the  fulfilment  of 
these  prophecies  : — 

"  Thus  saith  the  Lord  to  the  Twelve, 
and  to  the  priesthood  and  people  of  my 
Church :  Let  my  servants  George 
Teasdale  and  Heber  J.  Grant  be  appointed 
to  fill  the  vacancies  in  the  Twelve,  that 
you  may  be  fully  organized  and  prepared 
for  the  labours  devolving  upon  you,  for 
you  have  a  great  work  to  perform  ;  and 
then  proceed  to  fill  up  the  presiding 
quorum  of  Seventies,  and  assist  in 
organizing  that  body  of  ni}'  priesthood 
who  are  your  co-labourers  in  the 
ministry " 

In  the  last  message  that  President 
Joseph  F.  Smith  gave  to  any  man,  he 
bore  testimony  to  the  fact  of  President 
Grant's  divine  call  as  follows  : — 

"  The  Lord  bless  you,  my  boy,  the 
Lord  bless  you ;  you  have  a  great 
responsibility.  Always  remember  that 

this  is  the  Lord's  work,  and  not  man's. 
The  Lord  is  greater  than  any  man.  He 
knows  whom  He  wants  to  lead  His 
Church,  and  never  makes  anv  mistake. 
The  Lord  bless  you." 

Blessings   Obtained   Through   Merit. 

But  a  man  may  be  fore-ordained  for  a 
certain  work  and  not  perform  it ;  he  may 
be  chosen  for  a  certain  position,  and  not 
attain  it.  Fore-ordination  is  not  pre- 
destination. The  latter  takes  from  man 
his  freedom  of  choice,  the  former  leaves 
operative  the  great  principle  of  free 
agency. 

Heredity  and  environment  have  done 
much  in  moulding  the  character,  of  the 
great  man  who  stands  at  the  head  of  the 
Church  to-day  ;  but  his  own  individual 
effort  has  been  the  greatest  contributing 


factor.  On  more  than  one  occasion  he 
has  stood  at  the  cross  roads  when  an  un- 
wise choice  would  have  led  him  into  new 
fields  of  endeavour,  but  his  high  sense  of 
honour  kept  him  on  his  destined  course. 

Consideration  Of  Others. 

For  example,  on  one  occasion  when  he 
was  about  15  years  of  age  he  was  offered 
an  appointment  to  the  Naval  Academy  at 
Annapolis.  This  unexpected  prospect  of 
getting  a  university  education  filled  his 
heart  with  unspeakable  joy.  He  hurried 
home  "  treading-  on  air,"  and  announced 
the  good  news  with  joyful  heart  to  his 
mother.  He  was  "  so  thrilled  that  he 
could  not  sleep  for  several  hours  "  after 
he  retired  that  night,  and  awoke  the  next 
morning  happy  beyond  expression, 
"  but,"  he  writes,  "  when  I  met  my 
mother  and  glanced  to  her  face,  and  I 
saw  she  had  been  weeping,  it  flashed 
across  my  mind  what  it  meant  to  her  for 
me  to  go  to  the  Naval  Academy,  and  to 
spend  my  whole  life  if  I  remained  in  the 
navy  away  from  home.  Being-  an  only 
child  her  life  indeed  would  be  a  loney  one. 
I  made  some  remark  about  what  a  splen- 
d'd  thing  it  was  to  secure  the  opportunity 
of  an  education,  and  Mother  said:  "Yes, 
we  ought  to  be  very  grateful."  I  then 
kissed  her  and  said:  "  Mother,  I  have 
made  up  my  mind  to  decline  the  appoint- 
ment. Nothing  would  induce  me  to 
accept  it  as  it  would  be  practically  our 
seperation  for  life.  She  commenced 
weeping  and  said  she  had  not  slept  dur- 
ing the  night ;  that  she  had  been  praying 
that  I  would  voluntarily  decline  the 
appointment.  She  did  not  have  the  heart 
to  suggest  to  me  the  giving  up  of  this 
opportunity  which  meant  the  securing  of 
a  university  education  which  I  so  much 
desired." 

This  incident  illustrates  another  domi- 
nant trait  in  President  Grant's  life — ■ 
his  willingness  to  sacrifice  himself  for  the 
good  of  others. 

His  responsiveness  to  the  advice  and 
counsel  of  his  brethren  is  another  out- 
standing virtue.  Once  he  was  greatly 
complimented  by  an  offer  from  the  politi- 
cal partv  to  which  he  belonged  to  nomi-

)N    the   2'2nd  of  November,    1939, 
President   Heber  J.   (irant  will 
observe   his   83rd   birthday.  This   date 

also  brings  to  a  close  his  21st  year  as 
head  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints.

Then  you  are  old. 


But  if  from  life  you  take  the  best, 

And  if  in  life  you  keep  the  zest, 
If  love  you  hold  ; 

\o  matter  how  the  years  go  by, 

No  matter  lunv  the  birthdays  fly — 
V'ou   are   not   old. 

President  Grant  is  a  living  example  of 
the  efficacy  of  the  Word  of  Wisdom.  He 
has  been  a  strict  observer  of  this  com- 
mandment all  of  his  life.  He  attributes 
his  present  age,  his  vigour  and  vitality 
to  the  fact  that  he  has  lived  a  temperate 
life. 

He  has  devoted  his  entire  time  to  the 
building  of  the  Church  and  Kingdom  of 
God  on  earth.  The  many  opportunities 
that  have  been  placed  in  his  way,  for  per- 
sonal glorification  and  temporal  gain 
have  been  set  aside  so  that  he  could  con- 
tinue  in  the  work  of  the   Lord. 

The  South  African  Mission  joins  with 
all  other  members  and  his  many  friends 
throughout  the  world  in  extending  sin- 
cere best  wishes  for  a  continuance  of 
many  more  healthful,  happy  and  useful 
years  to  President  Heber  J.  Grant.

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A  New  Witness  for  Christ

AM  the  light 
and  the  life  of 
the  world ;  whosoever 
believeth  in  me  though 
he  were  dead  yet  sh; 
he  live  :  Whosoe\  (  r 
liveth  and  believeth  in 
me  shall  never  die  :  Be- 
lieveth      thou       this? 

Thus  spoke  the  Lord  signifying  that 
through  him  man  would  be  redeemed 
from  the  temporal  death  brought  upon 
him  bv  the  fall  of  Adam ;  and  that 
through  him  all  mankind  would  have  the 
opportunity  of  gaining  eternal  life.  From 
the  very  statement  itself  it  is  evident  that 
the  Saviour  meant  that  all  mankind  must 
accept  him  and  live  his  teachings  as  a 
requisite  to  this  great  reward  of  eternal 
life. 

We  know  by  good  authority  that  only 
one-third  of  the  entire  world's  population 
profess  Christianity.  If  we  wish  to  go 
deeper  into  the  analysis  we  find  that  only 
about  fifty  per  cent,  of  those  professing 
Christianity  are  actually,  or  can  be 
called,  Christians  by  word  and  deed.  To 
the  agnostic  the  Bible  alone  is  not 
sufficient  evidence  of  a  God  who  speaks, 
of  his  prophets,  or  of  the  Son  of  God  who 
atoned  for  the  sins  of  the  world,  to  base 
a  belief  or  religious  practice  upon  it.  To 
the  luke-warm  Christian  the  Bible  does 
not  present  a  clear  exposition  of  the 
doctrines  of  the  Saviour  of  mankind. 
Even  to  the  wholehearted  supporter  of 
Christianity  the  Bible  is  quite  insufficient 
in  its  present  translation  to  explain 
clearly  some  the  fundamental  principles 
which    the    Saviour   taught.  That   the 

Bible  does  not  set  forth  clearly  an 
explanation  of  the  fundamental  and 
necessary  teachings  for  the  acceptance 
and  the  practice  of  Christianity  is  evi- 
denced by  the  religious  turmoil  we  see  on 
every  side  from  day  to  day.  At  least 
six  hundred  different  religious  denomina- 
tions are  in  existence,  each  one  prescrib- 
ing different  standards  for  Christian 
behaviour.       Where  then  are  we  to  seek 


for  additional  knoweldge?  We  cannot 
justify  the  teaching  that  the  Bible  was 
meant  to  be  man's  (-omplete  guide  to 
sahation.  We  must  then  look  for 
additional  light  from  (iod.  Revelation 
from  (jod  to  man  has  alwayS'  been  a 
source  of  enlightment  and  guidance  for 
his   faithful   followers.  It  was  wisdom 

in  God  that  he  should  prepare  for  an 
additional  book  of  scripture  to  come 
forth  in  these  last  days  to  be  a  supple- 
ment to  the  Bible  and  a  witness  to  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the  world,  so  that 
all   men   might   know  and  believe. 

In  the  year  600  B.C.  a  body  of 
Israelites,  who  were  descendants  of 
lilphraim  through  Joseph  who  was  sold 
into  Egypt,  were  led  by  the  Lord  through 
the  Prophet  Lehi  away  from  Jerusalem  to 
the  American  continent.  They  took  with 
them  the  "Plates  of  Laban  "  which  was 
the  record  of  the  Jews  up  to  that  time. 
The  Lord  commanded  that  they  should 
keep  a  record  of  their  dealings  among 
themselves  and  with  him.  This  record 
was  kept  by  the  Nephite  Prophets  for  one 
thousand  years  after  which  time  it  was 
abridged  and  hid  up  in  a  hill  by  the  last 
of  a  long  line  of  Prophets  in  421  A.D. 
This  record  was  brought  forth  in  1827 
and  translated  by  the  gift  and  power  of 
God.  The    purpose    of    the    book,    as 

written  on  the  fly-leaf,  is:  "  Which  is  to 
show  unto  the  remnant  of  the  House  of 
Israel  what  great  things  the  Lord  hath 
done  for  their  fathers ;  and  that  they  may 
know  the  covenants  of  the  Lord,  that 
they  are  not  cast  off  forever — and  also  to 
the  convincing  of  the  Jew  and  Gentile 
that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Eternal  God, 
manifesting  himself  unto  all  nations." 

It  is  quite  reasonable  to  believe  that  if 
God  did  have  two  different  groups  of 
people  he  would  teach  them  the  same 
things.  In   speaking  to  the  Jews  and 

referring  to  himself  as  the  good 
shepherd  the  Saviour  said,  "  Other  sheep 
I  have  which  are  not  of  this  fold ;  them 
also  I  must  bring ;  and  they  shall  hear  my

Melvin  J.  Ballard 

A  Beloved  Apostle  Departs

UN  DAY  evening-,  July  30,  1939, 
came  this  word  during  the  9.30 
p.m.  Church  radio  ser\  iee  o\  er  KSL 
Radio   Station  : — 

It  is  with  deep  sorrow  that  we  are 
called  upon  to  announce  the  passing 
to-night  of  Elder  Melvin  J.  Ballard, 
beloved  member  of  the  Twelve  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day 
Saints.  Death  came  shortly  past 
eight  o'clock  this  evening  following 
a  brief  illness. 


Elder  Melvin  J.  Ballard. 

Born  at  Logan,  Utah,  on  February 
9,  1873,  Elder  Ballard  was  ordained  an 
Apostle  and  became  a  member  of  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve  in  1919.  Before 
then,  and  since,  he  has  not  spared  him- 
self from  the  rendering  of  any  service 
in  any  quarter  of  the  Church  where- 
unto  he  was  called.  The  eloquent  and 
fervent  manner  of  his  speech,  the 
understanding  sympatliy  with  \\hich 
he  gave  audience  to  all  men,  and  the 
lovable  kindliness  of  his  nature  have 
made  him  cherished  wherever  his 
presence      has      been     known.  The 

Church  has  suffered  great  loss  in  his 
passing,  as  also  has  his  family,  to 
whom  our  sympathy  is  extended  in 
their  hour  of  bereavement. 


Perhaps  Brotlier  Ballard's  favourite 
hymn  was  the  one  he  sang  so  often 
throughout  the  Church  —  "  I'll  Go 
Where  ^'ou  Want  Me  To  Go,  Dear 
Lord."  It  characterized  him   in  life 

and    in    Death.  And    we   know   that 

unto  him  shall  be  fulfilled  the  promise 
of  the  Lord — that  "  they  shall  rest 
from  all  their  labours  here  and  con- 
tinue their  works."  May  God,  our 
Father  in  Heaven,  bless  the  life  and 
works  of  Elder  Melvin  J.  Ballard,  and 
ease  the  sorrow  of  all  who  mourn  his 
passing. 

Ten  days  before.  Brother  Ballard  had 
been  filling  Church  appointments  on  the 
east  coast — speaking,  travelling,  coun- 
seling. His  customary  vigour  and 
perennial  good  health  made  the  news  of 
his  death  seem  incredible  to  unwilling 
ears,  but  the  fact  was  there  to  be  faced — 
the  man  whose  natural  determination  it 
was  never  tO'  meet  defeat  was  dead. 

In  death  as  in  life  he  fought  valiantly 
to  the  end.  The  incessant  persistence 
of  the  man  not  to  fail,  never  to  quit, 
characterized  him  in  his  final  struggle 
with  a  disease  which,  it  is  said,  has 
always  proved  fatal — acute  leukemia.  In 
ill-health  at  the  conclusion  of  an  official 
tour  of  the  New  England  States  Mission, 
Brother  Ballard  was  urged  by  doctors,  by 
his  friends,  and  by  his  wife,  who  was  his 
travelling  companion,  to  give  up  driving 
his  car,  take  the  train  home,  and  have 
one  of  his  sons  come  and  get  the  auto- 
mobile. But  he  did  not  see  fit  to  do 
this.  His  \erv  nature  compelled  him  to 
fight  on  with  all  the  strength  and  energy 
at  his  command. 

But  the  long  journey  finished,  and  his 
home  in  Salt  Lake  City  reached,  he  had 
a  collapse  so  complete  that  during  the 
week  spent  in  the  hospital  before  his 
death  he  hovered  alwavs  near  the  brink. 
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"  Sleeping,  we  thought  him  dead;  and 
dead,  we  thought  him  sleeping  "  is  how 
President  David  O.  McKay,  one  of  those 
who  kept  his  vigil  at  the  bedside, 
describes  that  uncertain  period.  Brother 
Ballard  never  ceased  to  struggle  with  his 
might  to  conquer.  Only  in  death  did  he 
meet  from  an  incurable  disease  a  difficulty- 
he  could  not  overcome. 

Because  our  earnest  appeals  for  his 
life  were  not  answered,  shall  we  lose 
faith?  Shall     we     cease     praying     or 

administering  to  the  sick?  The  sublimest 
moment  in  the  life  of  the  Saviour  was  not 
when  He  healed  the  sick,  or  made  the 
deaf  to  hear,  or  the  lame  to  walk,  or  the 
blind  to  see,  or  even  when  he  raised  the 
dead.  No!  The  sublimest  moment  in 
the  life  of  Jesus,  the  Son  of  God,  was 
when  in  the  Garden  of  Gethsemane  He 
offered  His  most  earnest  prayer.  The 
situation  with  Him  was  so  serious  that 
blood  came  from  the  pores  of  His  body, 
and  an  angel  from  heaven  came  down  and 
gave  Him  support.  It  was  under  these 
terribly  distressing  conditions  that  the 
Master  offered  up  the  most  earnest 
prayer  that  ever  crossed  His  lips.  Then 
followed  the  sublimest  moment  in  the 
lifetime  of  the  Son  of  God  when  He 
added  these  words  to  His  appeal,  "  But 
thy  will,  not  mine,  O  God,  be  done."  It 
was  in  that  moment  that  Christ  Himself 
reached  absolute  perfection.  And  behind 
the  earnest  appeal  I  made  for  our  beloved 
Melvin  J.  Ballard  to  be  healed,  I  did  my 
best  to  have  that  same  feeling  and 
thought. 

The  events  of  Melvin  J.  Ballard's  life 
endorse  every  good  thing  that  may  be 
said  of  him.  Twenty  years  ago  as  a 

comparatively  3'oung  man,  but  already  a 
warrior  tried  and  true  in  the  preaching 
of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  he  took  his 
place  at  my  right  hand  as  a  member  in 
the  Council  of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 
During  these  short  bul  happv  vears  we 
have  been  intimate  and  genuinely  con- 
fidential friends.  I  have  never  seen  in 
him  a  trace  of  anger  or  ill  will.  His 
round,  strong  face  was  often  wreathed  in 
smiles.  His  was  that  smile  called  "The 
countersign  of  friendship  and  nature's 
best  antidote  for  trouble." 


The  thousands  who  filled  the  Taber- 
nacle to  overflowing  at  his  funeral,  the 
Boy  Scout  guard  of  honour,  the  full 
representation  of  the  Tabernacle  Choir, 
the  countless  expressions  of  sympathy 
and  resolutions  of  respect  from  indivi- 
duals and  groups  are  unforgettable  wit- 
ness to  the  popularity  lie  enjoyed  where- 
ever  he  went. 

Melvin  J.  Ballard  learned  from  his 
cradle  the  lessons  of  service  and  sacrifice. 
As  a  Deacon  he  chopped  wood  for  the 
widows,  cared  for  the  meetinghouse, 
and  performed  errands  of  mercy  and 
service  for  the  president  of  the  Relief 
Society,  his  mother,  and  for  the  Bishop 
of  the  ward,  his  father.  All  the  rugged 
virtues  that  make  for  sound  living  were 
the  inheritance  he  received  from  his 
parents.  His  father,  Henry  Ballard, 
for  almost  forty  years  bishop  of  the 
Logan  Second  Ward,  came  from  London 
in  1852  to  become  one  of  the  outstand- 
ing pioneers  of  Cache  Valley.  His 
mother,  Margaret  McNiel  Ballard,  of 
Scotch  descent,  drove  a  cow  across  the 
plains  at  thirteen  years  of  age  and  for 
a  large  part  of  the  way  carried  her  five- 
year-old  brother,   James,   on   her  back. 

Melvin  J.  Ballard  not  only  accepted 
responsibility  and  appointments  and  then 
performed  well  the  assignments  received, 
but  he  actually  sought  eagerly  to  find 
responsibilities  which  he  might  assume. 
Because  of  his  eagerness  and  ability 
Elder  Ballard  held  and  fulfilled  many  and 
varied  offices  of  trust  in  the  Church. 
His  activities  were  intensified  and  his 
field  of  labour  widened  to  include  all  the 
missions,  stakes,  and  wards  of  the 
Church  when,  in  January,  1919,  Melvin 
J.  Ballard  was  called  to  the  Apostleship 
by   President    Heber  J.   Grant. 

The  vears  of  their  lives  together 
brought  to  Brother  and  Sister  Ballard  a 
family  of  eight  children.  To  this  family 
the  expression  of  high  esteem  of  their 
father  which  has  come  from  the  First 
Presidency  of  the  Church  must  be  a 
genuine  source  of  gratitude  for  having 
had  such  a  father  after  whom  to  pattern 
their  lives  : — 

"  In  the  passing  of  Elder  Melvin  J. 

Ballard    the    Church    has    lost    a   great 
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spiritual  leader ;  the  state  has  lost  a 
citizen  who  stood  for  the  highest  ideals 
of  citizenship.  There  are  none  so 
humble  and  none  so  high  that  the)'  will 
not  lose  by  his  going-. 

"  We  of  the  First  Presidency  suffer 
a  deep  and  poignant  personal  loss. 
He  was  our  friend  and  brother — 
earnest,  devoted,  sincere,  dependable, 
indefatigable  in  his  constant  service  to 
the  Cause.  There  was  no  task  so 
great  and  no  call  so  frequent,  that  he 
did  not  undertake  each  with  all  the 
great  energy  he  possessed.  The  Lord 
was  with  him  in  his  work,  and  blessed 
him. 

"  We  shall  miss  him  for  his  counsel, 
his  wisdom,  his  service.  He  has  earned 
the  full  reward  of  the  faithful. 

"  May  the  Lord  assuage  the  sorrow 
of  all  who  mourn  his  going-  and 
especiallv  his  faithful  wife  and 
children." 

Worldly  wealth  he  did  not  have,  but 
faith,  devotion,  charity,  good  works,  and 
a  lifetime  of  righteous  living  brought  into 
the  soul  of  Melvin  J.  Ballard  that  spirit 
of  God  which  enabled  him  to  understand 
the  thing-s  of  God. 

In  vears  he  was  age  sixty-six.  In  good 
deeds  performed,  in  miles  travelled,  in 
meetings  held,  in  souls  converted,  and  in 
faith  and  good  cheer  extended  he  was 
many,  many  years  older.  In  the  words 
of  President  Clark,  "His  was  a  spirit 
mightv  in  service ;  his  was  a  spirit 
mighty  in  love."  Find  if  }Ou  can  an}- 
man  who  in  the  same  length  of  time  has 
g-one  as  far  and  done  as  much  good  as 
Melvin   J.    Ballard!  He   was   the   em- 

bodiment of  health,  vigour,  and  strength. 
This  marvellous  man,  this  man  who  made 
friends  by  the  thousands,  and  had  no 
enemies,  is  gone.  When  will  there  come 
such  another ! 

While  his  earthly  work  is  finished,  yet, 
in  the  languag^e  of  Jesus  the  Son  of  God, 
he  still  lives,  for  Christ  said  to  Martha  : 
"  I  am  the  resurrection,  and  the  life:  he 
that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were 
dead,  yet  shall  he  live."  (St.  Johrt 
11    :  25.') 


A   New  Witness  for  Christ. — (  oiiliimed  Irom 

pa^i'  1(37. 
\oice;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold  and  one 
shepherd."  (John  10  :  16.)  After  his 
resurrection  and  appearance  to  the  Jews 
on  the  Eastern  hemisphere  the  Saviour 
appeared  to  the  Nephites  on  the  W^estern 
hemisphere.  Thi-re   he  established   his 

church,  and  taught  them  the  principles  of 
Salvation.  His   appearance   is   beauti- 

fully recorded  in  3rd  Nephi  Chapter 
eleven.  Following      admonitions        by 

various  prophets  the  people  assembled 
together  at  tlie  time  appointed  marxelling 
among  themselves  at  the  things  which 
had  been  testified  of.  While  they  were 
in  this  attitude  of  wondering-  whether  or 
not  these  things  which  they  had  heard 
would  come  to  pass,  there  came  a  voice 
from  heaven  which  pierced  them  to  the 
very  core.  At  first  they  did  not  under- 
stand the  voice  nor  could  they  tell  from 
whence    it   came.  The   third   time   the 

voice  spoke  to  them  they  cast  their  eyes 
toward  heaven  and  understood  the  voice 
which  said  unto  them  "  Behold  my  be- 
loved son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased,  in 
whom  I  have  glorified  my  name — hear  ye 
him.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  under- 
stood they  cast  their  eyes  up  again  to- 
wards heaven ;  and  behold,  they  saw  a 
man  descending  out  of  heaven ;  and  he 
was  clothed  in  a  white  robe ;  and  he  came 
down  and  stood  in  the  midst  of  them ; 
and  the  eyes  of  the  whole  multitude  were 
turned  upon  him,  and  thev  durst  not  open 
their  mouths,  even  one  to  another,  and 
wist  not  what  it  meant,  for  they  thought 
it  was  an  angel  that  had  appeared  unto 
them.  And    It   came   to   pass   that   he 

stretched  forth  his  hand  and  spake  unto 
the  people,  saying:  '  Behold,  I  am  Jesus 
Christ,  whom  the  prophets  testified  shall 
come  into  the  world.  And  behold,  I  am 
the  light  and  life  of  the  world ;  and  I 
have  drunk  out  of  that  bitter  cup  which 
the  father  hath  given  me,  and  have 
glorified  the  Father  in  taking  upon  me 
the  sins  of  the  world,  in  the  which  I  have 
suffered  the  will  of  the  Father  in  all 
things  from  the  beginning.' — "  And  it 
came  to  pass  that  the  multitude  went 
forth,  and  thrust  their  hands  into  his 
side,  and  did  feel  the  prints  of  the  nails 
in  his  hands  and  in  his  feet;  and  this  the\- 
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did  do,  going  forth  one  by  one  until  they 
had  all  gone  forth,  and  did  see  with  their 
eyes  and  did  feel  with  their  hands,  and 
did  know  of  a  surety  and  did  bear  record, 
that  it  was  he,  of  whom  it  was  written 
by   the   prophets,    that   should  come." 

The  Saviour  continued  to  administer 
to  the  people  and  their  needs  for  the  short 
time  he  was  with  them.  He  chose  twelve 
whom  he  called  Apostles,  and  gave  them 
the  authority  to  baptize  in  his  name  for 
the  remission  of  sins  and  to  act  in  his 
name  upon  the  earth.  To  them  he  gave 
the  same  authority  which  he  gave  to 
Peter,  James  and  John — the  Keys  to  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven  that  "  Whatsoever 
they  should  bind  on  earth  should  be 
bound  in  heaven."  That  is — whatever 

they  should  do  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  upon  the  earth  would  be  recog- 
nized by  him  as  binding  in  heaven.  The 
Saviour  told  them  of  his  statement  to  the 
Jews  and  said,  "  And  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  that  ye  are  they  of  whom  I  said : 
'  Other  sheep  I  have  which  are  not  of 
this  fold  ;  them  also  I  must  bring,  and 
they  shall  hear  my  voice  ;  and  there  shall 
be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd.'  And  thev 
understood  me  not,  for  they  supposed  it 
had  been  the  Gentile  ;  for  the}'  under- 
stood not  that  the  Gentiles  shou'd  be  con- 
verted through  their  preaching.  And 
they  understood  me  not  that  I  said  they 
shall  hear  my  voice  ;  and  they  understood 
me  not  that  the  Gentiles  should  not  at 
any  time  hear  by  voice — that  I  should  not 
manifest  myself  unto  them  save  it  were 
by  the  Holy  Ghost.  But  behold,  ye 
have  both  heard  my  voice,  and  seen  me  ; 
and  ye  are  my  sheep,  and  ye  are  num- 
bered among  those  whom  the  Father 
hath  given  me."     (HI  Nephi  16   :  21-24.) 

That  this  ancient  record.  The  Book  of 
Mormon,  is  what  it  purports  to  be  and 
that  it  was  translated  correctly  is  testi- 
fied to  by  three  men  of  irreproachable 
character,  who  saw  the  record  by  the 
power  of  God  and  bore  unimpeachable 
testimony  of  its  authenticity.  Eight 
other  men  were  shown  the  record  bv 
Joseph  Smith,  the  translator.  Although 
some  of  these  eleven  witnesses  became 
estranged  from  Joseph  Smith  and  aposta- 
tized   from    the    Church,    vet    not    one    of 


them — even  in  the  face  of  f>overty  and 
persecution — denied  his  testimony  of  the 
divinity  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  in  his 
mortal  life.  This  in  itself  presents  the 
strongest  kind  of  evidence  for  the  book 
as  the  work  of  (iod.  That  all  mankind 
might  gain  a  personal  testimony  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon  as  a  new  witness  to 
Christ,  the  Prophet  Moroni  was  inspired 
to  write  "  And  when  ye  shall  receive 
these  things,  I  would  exhort  you  that  ye 
would  ask  of  God,  the  Eternal  Father,  in 
the  name  of  Christ,  if  these  things  are 
not  true;  and  if  ye  shall  ask  with  a  sin- 
cere heart,  with  real  intent,  having  faith 
in  Christ,  he  will  manifest  the  truth  of  it 
unto  you  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 
And  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost  ye 
may  know  the  truth  of  all  things." 
(Moroni  10':  4-5).  Thus  has  God  seen 
fit  to  provide  an  additional  book  of 
scripture  to  supplement  and  substantiate 
the  Bible  and  to  be  a  new  witness  to  all 
the  world  that  Jesus  is  indeed  the  Christ, 
and  the  Saviour  of  all  mankind.

Throughout  his  life  he  has  demon- 
strated the  truth  of  the  saying:  "  Obedi- 
ence is  better  than  sacrifice,  and  to 
hearken  than  the  fat  of  rams." 

Clear  in  thought,  positive  in  expression, 
dynamic  in  action,  uncompromising  with 
evil,  sympathetic  with  the  unfortunate, 
generous  to  perfection,  persevering  in 
accomplishment,  faithful  as  life  to  every 
trust,  tender  to  loved  ones,  loyal  to 
friends,  to  Truth,  and  to  God — such  is 
our  honoured  and  beloved  President 
Heber  J.  Grant.
